pon the 4th of November 1712, the Birth-Day of 
our late Glorious Deliverer, King William the Third, 
the Play of Tamerlane was defired to be atted at the 
Play-Houfe, and Dr. Garth’s Prologue to it; which (as 
our Committee was informed) had been frequently 
tooks before, was likewife defired co be fpoke before 
Play, which Prologue is inferted in the Body of 
the Information to which your Committee reter : 
That upon the Aftors refufing to fpeak the f.id Pro- 
logue, Dudley Moore, Efg; conceiving it, as he in- 
formed the Committee, only a handfom Encomium up- 
on King William, got upon the Stage,.and there re- 
ated the faid Prologue: That in a few Days after, 
fe, and che other Gentlemen, were examined before 
Mr. Jaftice Coote,’and boufid over to appear at the 

Queen's. Bench. 

Mr. John Caldwell, Deputy-Clerk of the Crown, 
being examined, fays, That the Examinations of Jof. 
Athbery, Cor. © Bryan, John Leigh, and James Mc. 
Kenna, againft the faid Dudley Moore and the. other 
Gentlemen, were returned into the Queen’s-Bench in 
Michaelmas-Term 1712, and were then fent up to the 
Grand-Jury of the City of Dublin, togecher with the 
Bill of Indi&ment affixed to them : Thar the Grand- 
Jury the laft Day of the Term returned Bila vera up- 
on the Indiftment as he apprehended ; and that there. 
upon the faid Dudley Moore and the other Gentlemen 
appeared and traverfed the Indittment, and gave Se- 
curity to appear and profecute their Traverfe the next 
Term ;.and that the Grand-Jury was then difcharged : 

t prefently after the Bill of Indi@ment was rerurn- 

‘ed, and the Attorney-General gone out of Court, Al- 
derman Ralph Gore, who was Foreman of the Grand- 
Jury, came into Court, and made Affidavit, thar Bide 
wera was indorfed on the Bill of Indittment by his 
‘Miftake and being in a Hurry, for that the Grand- 
Jury had found it Jgnoramus, and ordered him to in- 
it fo ; and therefore pray’d thar the feid Indi@- 
ch the Court faid they could not do, the Grand- 
ary being, as they conceived, now difcharged; and 
whereas he had in his Affidevic filed himfelf Foreman 
of the ng age ks Court ordered him to amend 
in Particular, and to interline the

Thar prefently after, the whole Grand-Jury came in 
‘4 Body into the Court, in order to certify to the Court 
‘the Miftake, and to pray that the Bill of Indiétment 
‘might be amended as they had found it, but that they 
were told by the Court, That being now dilcharged 
they could take no Notice of them, and advifed them 
Ser vedyce what they had to offer into an Affidavit, that 
the rt might confider of it ; which they accord- 
ingy did very foon after. ; 
He further informed the Committee, That notwith- 
ftanding this Dudley Moore, Efq; and the reft of the 
‘Gentlemen were bound over, and appeared purfuant to 
their Recognizence the firft Day of Hillary Term. 

That upon Mr. Attorney-General’s Motion on the 
‘agth of January there was a Rule for Tryal on the 
Thurfday following, and the Traverfers were ordered 


to prepare. 

Fhe the Rule for Tryal was vacated the 4th of Fe- 
bruary upon Mr. Attorney-General’s Motion, tho’ op- 
pele by the Council for the Traverfers, who prefs'd 

r and infifted upon their Tryals coming on the Day 
appointed for it. 

That upon the next Day, the sth of February, there 
was a Rule entered, as by the Confent of Mr. Artor- 
ney and Sollicor-General, tho” not moved for, nor 
confrnted to by the Council of the Traveclers, That 
the Indi€tment fhould be quathed, and all the Gentle- 
men, and particularly the faid Dudley Moore, fhould 
be Diftharged. 

That before the Effoyne-Day of Eafler Term there 

an Information Filed by Mr. Atrorney-Genersl for 
the fame Matter againft Dudley Moore, Efq; only ; 
upon which, Procefs iflued to the Sheriffs of the City 
of Dublin, and Mr. Tyfdalland Mr. Caldwell being 
asked, Whether they ever knew, after a Bill of Indi@- 
nfent had been quafhed, an Information Filed for the 
fare Matter ? Anfwered, They never did.

On the 16th of November, Mr. Whithhead moved 
the Court for their Opinion. on the Rules conceived 
on Mr. Atrorncy-General’s Motions the 13th of 
June lat ; but they would then make no Rule. 

TheCourt was again moved the 17th by Mr.Speaker 
and Mr. Whithesd, onthe fame Subje&, but would 
pot then deliver apy Opinion.

* tlemen who were concerned in that’ Matter, ought 
“co have known themfelves better, than to have 
read a Prologue fo Seditious: Prologae 
* founds the Trumpet to War againft thu very Prince 
* the Queen chinks fit to fupport on his Throne, snd 
* even the worftof her Majeity’s Enemies own, Thet 
‘it is het vundoubred Prerogative to make Peace 
* or Her Majefty has ordered us to dire, that 
* the Matter be profecuted with the ctmolt Severity of 
* Law, and yet inthe midft of Juftice is fed to 
* think of y,. by ordering only one of the Perfons 
+ concerned to be profecured, and that will be one of 
* them whom we fhall think deferves moft to be pu- 
* nithed. My Lord Mayor, I hope foch Officers in 
* your City as are concerned in returning Juries, will 
fake Care to return fuch Perfons on the Jury, as 
* will, when t have Sworn, have Regard to their 
* Confciences and Oaths, by letting the Queen have an 
* equal fhare of Jultice with her Subje@s, which fure 
* the ought to have in thisCity which partakes fo much 
* of her Bounty and Favour. I am likewife to let you 
* know from her Majefty, That you are to fupprefs all 
* Popith Mafs-Houfes in your City, whofe Pricits, that 
| * have not qualified themfclves by tsking the Oath of 
* Abjuration, Officiate. Your fapcing, Priefts to fay 

* Mafe is a Reflection on us, as if we favoured them : 

* You have good Paws to fupprefs chem, and ‘tis ex- 

* pefted you put them in Execution. This is what 

* we have to give you in Command from her Majefly. 

Hereupen the Mayor. was retiring, Hold, ( Joys
